Information just received here from the 
Booth indicates that* larce body of North 
Carolina and Georgia Onionintn, who have had 
habitation orly in the mourtalns of Western 
North Carolina, have mace their ercape, with 
their arms and ranch valuable information, 
into Etc t Tenressee, where they will swell the 
rata*, of Ger. Foster’s army. They come to 
us as oripirai Union mer , and will guide and 
flphtwi hour voluutet rs to the end. These 
men formed tb»tc c eives into an aimy, and 
numbered abou' 5 000 men, poorly arm- d and 
< quipped, but with real courtge and patriot- 
ism. They have dared to give battle to rebel 
regulars ai a place ca’led Warm Springs, north 
of Asi vill“. Buncombe county, N-'rth C*ro- 
1 n», andt,eir the Tenre see line. These b> are 
mru were making tbeir w^y toward Knoxville, 
when they were attacked ,* on the ‘29. h of Oc- 
tober, by a r»rt of the Twenty-tilth North 
Carolina regiment, under command of L-eut. 
Col. Samuel C Brysoo, who waa badly whip- 
ped and forced to brat a hasty retreat to Ash- 
vine. The ret ell- lost 6 killed and 30 wounded. 
Among the killed was Lieut. Hyatt. 

After the fight the Unionists advanced and 
took Ai-hvi le, as a feiDt, and came near tak- 
ing Gen Vance, a son of the Governor, and 
bis staff, prisoners. A'ter ibis the patriot 
band f* 11 back to the mountains, and a letter 
from Governor Vance, dated Madison county, 
N. C , Nov. Si, says the enemy have with- 
drawn In m Western North Carolina to Eist 
Tennessee. They carried ofl several promi- 
nent citizens in chains. 

It is said that Dr. Leech, Messrs. Turnee, 
Gaither, Christian and Davidson, all Union 
men of the Holden school, are elected to the 
Rebel Cor greet from North Carolina. Tne 
three first are certainly chosen.
